This is in regard to a letter received in your office 
froa a John R. Davis, apparently a Technical Engineer 
Mho is desirous of obtaining inforaation on organiza¬ 
tion Nithin the International Brotherhood of Teaasters, 
in Alaska and the Northwest part of the United States. 

I have cosuaunicated with our representative in Alaska 
and he has indicated to ae that Technical Engineers 
are as Nell organized as they possibly could be in the 
Alaska area under present circuastances. In Alaska 
as well as the Northwest area of the United States, 
there are local unions representing the Technical 
Engineers wherever possible. 

I can appreciate Mr. Davis' situation as they are 
probably not getting the representation the Teaasters 
give their aeabership by virtue of the type of aeabers 
in their local union. These people are generally pro¬ 
fessional people and froa past experiences, I have 
found that they generally prefer association-type or¬ 
ganization rather than trade union organization. 

I will aake further inquiry into the Northwest area 
and ascertain whether the strengthening of this or¬ 
ganization or suggested affiliation would be to our 
advantage as well as to those affiliated with the 
Technical Engineers. 

After further inquiry, I will aake a report to you.
